>Hi. I'm an Advanced class ham. I was once a VE (I still have the badge 
>and it hasn't expired, so I suppose I still am), but as an Advanced 
>all I can do is participate in giving 1(A), 2 and 3(A) (if memory 
>serves). For this reason alone (my prefered HF mode is F1B, so I don't 
>care about the extra 125 kHz of real estate and I don't plan on launching 
>a satellite anytime soon) I have decided to try for 20 words again. 

>I don't mind telling anyone that my current code speed is about 7 
>wpm, but it's not like I need to learn the alphabet over again. What's 
>the best tape or perhaps series of tapes to use to prepare for 20 (I 
>have a 20-30 minute commute each morning, so that seems like the best 
>opportunity to try and do something about my code speed since I'm not 


>currently on HF)? 


Without question, the ARRL tapes are the best. I bought some others 
(e.g., Ameco) but they were terrible both in production quality and 
in terms of the presentation. The ARRL tapes really work. Ten or 15 
minutes a day and you'll be moving right along. 


I started with the ARRL Into to the Morse code tape about Christmas, 
worked thru that and the 5 to 10 WPM tapes next and took my 5 wpm and 
13 wpm tests in Feb. Frankly, I think it was a fluke that I passed 
13 then, but I have been continuing to practice with the tapes (I'm 
finishing up the 10 to 15 WPM tapes now) and certainly, that same 13 
wpm test today would be trivial. 


Obviously, as they say about mutual funds, past performance is no 

guarantee of the future, but my sense of how it's going is that if 
I continue the same way, practicing a little bit here and there as 
I have time, 20 wpm should be attainable by around the fall.
